Lead under the Ground into the ſame; having likes 
wiſe four ſpecial Streets, which all meet in the 
midſt of the City corruptly called Carfoix, but 
more properly Quater .

whole City into four Quarters. In every of which 
there be ſundry Streets and By-lanes particularly 
herein inſerted. | 

Toward the Eaſt Quarter of the ſaid City is a 
ſtately Cathedral Church, dedicated to the Honour 
of St. Peter, within which Circuit (before the Bi- 
ſhoprick was tranſlated from Cr-45ton hither) were 
Three Religious Houſes,one of them was an Houſe 
for Monks, ſuppoſed to be Founded by King E- he. 
dred; Another was for Women, commonly called 
Meniaies or Nuns, which is now the Calend*: - a, 
and the Dean's Houſe (both which were by Biſhop 
Leofrick added and united to the ſaid Cathedral 
Church ;) The Third was alſo an Houſe for 
Monks of the Order of St. Bennet, and originally 
Founded by King Arhelftar, Anno Domini 932. 
And tis that part of the ſaid Church formerly, cal 
led our Lady's Chappel, being then dedicated to 
the Bleſſed Virgin Mary ; An of late, [ce 9 Car.2. 
1657. (through the Munificence of Robert Vilvain 
Doctor in Phyſick, and a Native of this City) con- 


verted into a Library; All which faid Monks 


were from hence ſent up, and ſettled at Weſtminſter, 
from whom ('tis thought) that place took its de- 
nomination. 

In this Church are two very fair Towers ſtand- 
ing as it were in the midſt, dividing the higher 
part from the lower; In that of the North was 
lately a Cage of four ſmall broken Bells out of 
uſe, as alſo a Clock Bell called Peters Bell, freely 
beſtowed upon the ſaid Church by Perer Courtney, 
ſometimes Biſhop thereof, the ſame weighing 
twelve thouſand and five hundred Pounds weight, 
with a very fair Clock and Dial, diſcovering the 
courſe of the Sun and Moon, who at his own pro- 
per coſts and charges did likewiſe build the faid 
Tower. 

In the South: ſide ſtands the other Tower,where- 
in are Ten Bells, all or the moſt part of them, 
tending to daily uſe and ſervice ; Theſe with all 
the Church Goods, in the ſixth Year of the Reign 
a King Edward the Sixth, by Commiſſion were 

Eſcheated, 
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-Eſcheated, and Commandment then given to the 
"Treaſurer of the ſaid Church, for anſwering the 
ſame at all demands. Sang | 
In the Quire of the faid Church, is remarkable 
the Epiſcopal Chair or Seat there erected by Bi- 
ſhop Boorh, a very ſumptuous, high and admirable 
work; This Church's building was not opus ujHu 
ſæculi, but from time to time being enlarged, and 
at length thoroughly perfected by the Contributive 
endeavours of ſundry worthy ſucceſſive Biſhops 
and Beiefactors, and was from its firſt foundation 
in the Reign of King Ache ſſt an, Arno Domins 
932. to the perfect finiſhing thereof, which was ſo 
done by Biſhop Grandiſon 43. Ed. 3. Anno Domi- 
ni 1369. Four hundred thirty and ſeven Years, 
yet is the ſame ſo uniformly compacted, as if the 
whole had been built by one Man, and done in an 
inſtant of rime. | 
In the higheſt part of the Hill whereon this City 
ſtandeth, being the North Eaſt part thereof, is the 
Caſtle, yul nt called Mons rugo/us, or Rug mont, 
of the red Earth (fay ſome) whereon tis built; 


which Hiſtory doth report to be ſo done by Fuiius Graf fol, 7. 


Ceſar,in the Fiftieth Year before Chriſt's Incarna- 
tion, famous for its Antiquity and Situation, com- 
manding the whole City and Territory round about, 
and hath a very pleaſant proſpect to the South- ſea. 
The Seat ſometimes of the Jeſt Saxon Kings, then 
of the Earls of Cornwa/; It now alone theweth 
the Fragments of the ancient Buildings ruinated, 
whereon time (which is edax rerum) hath too 
much Tyrannized, within the Site whereof is a 
Chappel built by the Lady Elizabeth de Fortibus, 
then Counteſs of Devon, whereunto ſhe gave cer- 
tain Lands, called the Prebend of Hayes, and the 
Prebend of Cutton, tor certain weekly Services 
there to be duly performed. Therein is alſo an 
Houſe for the Judges of the Circnit to keep the 
Ailizes, and the Juſtices of the County to keep 
their general Quarter-Seſſions of the Peace, and 
the Sheriff his Shire-Court. 
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At the lower end of this City without the 
Walls thereof, fleeteth a long ſtately River for- 
merly called J/aca or Iſca, now Exe, which hath 
his Head or Spring in a certain Deſart or Moor, 
commonly called Exmoer, diſtant hence about four 


and twenty Miles, and floweth into the main Sea. 


Another learned Hiſtorian writing hereof faith, 
That the River Ic (fo termed of the Britain,) 
was mentioned by Prolemy : The Engliſh Saxons 
call it Exe, it cometh cloſe to the ſaid City, and 
leaveth thereunto its Name, whereupon Aiexander 
N-ckham (ſometime Prior of St. Nicholas within 
this City) thus writeth in his Poem of divine

1. That this City hath been often infeſted with 
Hoſtility, none but ſuch as are unacquainted with

2. The Danes arriving out of Norway, in the 
mouth of the River Exe, bent their fury againſt 
this City (whoſe Trenches towards the North yer 
remain viſible as ſo many Sculptures of their 
Siege) but the ſame was ſtoutly defended, and the 
Enemy repulſed with much ſhame and infamy, 
which was in the Reign of A!pbred King of the 
W-ſt-Saxons, Anno Domini 875. whereof an 
nde Hiſtorian fays thus — Exercitus Danorum a War- 
tham notte quadam federe dirupto ad Exanceſter 
ſe diverterint, quod Britannice dicitur Caerisk, & 
audito Regis adventu ad puppes fugerunt.

ven into England, at 4 place called Riddam in

victed thereof, was adjudged to be put into Ler/- 
| brook's Boar, and fo committed to the Mercy of the 
Sea; but the Fates thus decreed, That Beric (a 


ſtrange accident) was driven on the Coaſt of Dez.- 
mark, near the place where Lerhbrock put forth 
and the Boat being known, Beric was examin 
what became of Lerhbrook, who treacherouſly ac- 


cuſed Edmond King of the Eaſt Angles of the 


Fact, whereof the Danith King (glad of the oc- 
caſion) raiſed an Army, and made Captains there- 
of Hunguar and Hubba the two Sons of Lethbrook, 
whom (the rather to encourage to revenge) their 
Siſters wrought with their Needles in an Enſign 
the proportion of a Raven, which from thence- 
forth they did bear as no ſinall ſign of their good 
luck, yer carried they that ominous Banner nor 
long unconquered, the ſame being in a ſhort ſpace 
(with many of their lives) loſt. 

This Hubba in the Days of Alphred the Saxen 


Verſtegan fo. 159» 
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in the North- part of Devon, nigh Bideford and 
Barnſtable, 2 gu and thirty 91 of Ships, a 
he came out of Sout l- Wales, where he had waſted 
all in his way with Fire and Sword, and there lying 
Siege to the Caſtle of Kenwerh, they were fo va- 
liantly withſtood, as that the Danes loſt twelve 
hundred Men, their ſaid Banner taken, and their 
Captain Hubba ſlain, whom they buried on the 
ſhore near his Ships,and after the manner of Nor- 
thernNations py ſenhim a heapof copped ſtones, 
as a Trophy of his Memorial, whereof the place 
took name 'Hubb:fton, ſo much ſpoken of by An- 
tiquaries, and albeit the Stones were long ſince 
ſwept away by the Seas encroaching, yet the name 
ſtill remains on the ſtrand near Appledore afore- 
ſaid, and to this day commonly known by the 
name of Mpibleſten. 3 

4. After the great Maſſacre of the Danes by 
the command of King E:he/dred in this Iſland, 
Swayn King of Denmark, landed here with a 
great Army, Anno Domini 1030 and beleagred 
this City, which was manfully withſtood for two

refer you therefore to my firſt Tryal, which I am 
ſure ſome of you heard, and to the latter, which 
many of you in good time may ſee ; Had Captain 
Crook done himſelf and us that right that a Gen- 
tleman and Soldier ought to have done, I had now 


enjoyed 


Honour of the Soldiery, who

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enjoyed my own right, and had not been here this 
day. I forgive the Man with all my heart, truly, he 
did us an injury by enforcing thoſe Articles upon 
us, which his own Conſcience tells him he had no 
intention to perform ; but truly Gentlemen, his 
proteſting againſt thoſe Articles which he himſelf 
with ſo many proteſtations and importunities put 
upon us, hath drawn ſo much diſhonour and 
Blood upon his Head,that I fear ſome heavy Judg- 
ment will purſue him. Although he hath been 
falſe to us, 1 pray God, I do not prove a true Pro- 
oe to him. I am very glad that ſome of our 

ave enjoyed the benefit of his Articles, 
am thereof deprived, albeit I drew them with my 
own hand, thus much I am __ to ſay for the 
ve been ſo far 
from the breaking of any Articles given to others, 


that they have rather bettered them than other- 


wiſe. Tis now my misfortune to be made a Pre- 


cedent and an example together, but I will not do 


the Protector ſo much injury, as to load him with 
this diſhonour, ſeeing that I have been informed 
that he would have made good our Conditions, if 
Crook that gave them, had not abjured them 
This is not a time for me to enlarge on anySubj 
ſeeing I am now become the ſubje& of Death — 
by bar as — _ drawn 
my I thought m obliged to a parti» 
cular Juſtification © 4 I — tell you of 
ſome Soldiers that are turned out of his Troop for 
defending of thoſe Conditions of ours, but let 
that paſs, and for ever hence- forward inſtead of 
Life, Liberty, and Eſtates, which we loſt by not 
having the benefit of the Articles, let hanging, 
drawing, and quz:tering, be the denomination of 
Captain CY Articles; Nevertheleſs, I thank 
the Lord Protector, for that he hath indulged me 
ſo far as to have my Head feverel from my Body. 
I ſhould now give an acchunt of my Faith, bus 
truly Gerrlemen, this poor Nation is rent into fo 
many ſeveral oi I, a Thac tis inpoſſible to 
give you my o 5/3007 plealuig ſome of

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you, however, if any be ſo critical as to enquire 
of what Faith I die, it is the fame belief of the 
Apoſtles, and of Athanaſius Creed: J have ſub- 
ſcribed, and do own the Nine and Thirty Articles 
of the Church of Eng/and. If this will not fatisfie, 
I refer my ſelf to this Reverend Dr. Short, to 


whom I have unboſomed my ſelf as to the particu- 


lars of my Religion. And now having given you 
an Account concerning my ſelf, I hold my ſelf ob- 
liged in duty to ſome of my Friends to take off 
ſome ſuſpicion that lies upon them, I mean as to 
ſome Perſons of Honour , with whom upon my 
examination I was charged to have a correſponden- 
cy withal concerning this buſineſs, viz. The Lord 
Marqueſs of Hereford, the —_— of Winches 
ſter and the Earl of Pembrook, I did then acquit 
them, and do now ſecond it with this proteſtation, 
that I never had any correſpondency with any of 
them in relation to this particular buſineſs, or in- 
deed to any that concerned the Protector or his Go- 
vernment; As for the Marqueſs of Wincheſter, I 
faw him ſome twelve Years ſince, and not later, and 
if I ſhould ſee him here preſent, I believe, I 
ſhould not know him; As for the Earl of Pem- 
brook, he was not a Man likely to whom I ſhould 
diſcover my thoughts, becauſe I know not how he 
ſtands affected. I was Jikewiſe examined con- 
cerning my Brother Freke,my Couſin Haſtings, and 
Mr. Dorringten, they are men of very great E- 
ſtates which may make them liable to this Inquiſi- 
tion, and endeavoured to be brought into my con- 
dition, but I do here ſo far acquit them, as to give 
the World this proteſtation, I hat I am confident 
they are as innocent as the youngeſt Child here, 
I have nomore to fay to you now, but that I am in 
Charity with all Men, and (I thank God) I can 
forgive my greateſt perſecutors, I can go on my 
bare Knees to the greateſt of my Enemies to for- 
ive them; And I do freely forgive all that ever 
d a hand in my Death. I have offered the Fro- 
tector good ſecurity for my future demeanour, as 
(I ſuppoſe) he could have expected, if he had 
| thought 
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thought fit to have given me my Life, certainly, I 
ſhould not have been ſo ungrateful as to have em- 
ployed it againſt. him: I do humbly ſubmit to 
God's pleaſure, knowing that the Iflues of Life 
and Death are in his hands,my Blood is but a ſmall 
Sacrifice: If it had been ſaved, I am ſo much a 
Gentleman, as to have given thanks to him thar 
preſerved it, and ſo much a Chriſtian as to for- 

ive them that take it away; but ſeeing God by 
bis Providence hath called me to lay it down, I 
ſubmit to him. Death is a debt, a due debt owing 
by all, it is terrible to nature, but I look on it 
without terrour, it pleaſed God to make me a good 
Husband, and I am now come to pay this Bebe 
before it be due; I am not aſhamed of the cauſe 
for which I die, and I hope that none of my 
Friends or Alliants will be aſhamed of it, or of 
the Ignominyof my Death, ſeeing it is for ſo good 
a Cauſe. I do not look upon it as rhe 22 
of my Family, but the raiſing it up one ſtory high- 
er. I am not fo prodigal of nature, as to throw a- 
way my Life, but have uſed all, yet none but Ho- 
nourable and honeſt means to 3 it: Theſe 
unhappy times have been very fatal to my Family, 
Two of my Brothers ſlain, and my ſelf going to 
the ſlaughter, it is God's Will, and I mult ſubmit 
to that Providence; I muſt render a due acknows 
ledgement of the great civilities I have received 
from this City of Exeter, and from ſome Perſons of 
Quality, and for the plentiful proviſion made. for 
the Vriſoners, eſpecially I thank this noble Sheriff, 
for his many great favours and courteſies towards 
us, and in particular to my ſelf, and I deſire the 
Sheriff to preſent my due reſpects to the Protector, 
and although he had no mercy for my ſelf, yer 
that he would have reſpe& to my Family; for the 
buſineſs I now die, I look on it as an Individuum 
vag um, I know not what they mean when they aſſert 
this to be Treaſon (except they make it like the 
Wind in the Goſpel, :« bie where it liſteei) I know 
not to what end it may come. I pray God that my 
own, and my Brother's Blood (who is now to — 
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with me) may be the laſt. I am now ſtripping off 
myCloaths to fight a duel withDeath (and conceive

Memorable hath been the ſtedfaſt obedience and 
fidelity of this City to the Crown, in the various 
Succeſſion of Ages and Times of the Brit ans, 
Romans, $1xons, Danes, and Norman, which have 
been well remunerated by their ſeveral and ſuc- 
ceſſive Kings in their diftin& Reigns, as is mani- 
feſted by the and large Immunities, Liberties, 
and Priviledges from time to time conferred on 


their City. 


Whatever the Antiquity of this City be, I find 
that twas built before London, . firſt 
landing here by his Nephew. Coginæus, on whom 
Brute wed this Weſtern Country, anno Mun 
di, 2855. The fame being before Chriſt's Incarna- 
tion eleven hundred Years and upwards, and pre- 


ſently thereafter Brute built Lenden, calling is 
Trommovants This 
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This City is thought to be one of the firſt Cities 
that the Britains conſtituted in this Iſland, which 
was ſo done Anno O mini 162- 

I. Edward, Son of Alphred King of the Weſt- 
Saxons (who divided England into Shires, Anno 
Domini 888.) held a Parliament, or great Com- 
mittee within this C ity. 

2. Atheiſt an his Son having driven out of this 
City the Britains, and minding to make a full 
Conqueſt both of them and this their Country, 
fiercely purſued them into Cornwall, where he 
wholly ſubdued them; And having obtained ſuch 
a Victory, returns again to the City, which du- 


ring his abode herein, he re-edified, and environed 8;r en 


the ſame with a Srone-wall of a Mile and half in $i 4 Ke] 


compaſs, in a manner circular, ſaving towards the 4 


Weſt, and 2 with Battlements. It being 
formerly incloſed only with a Ditch, and fortifi

6 King Canute (to expiate the oppreſſion and 
cruelty of his Father Sway») made Reſtitution of 
their Lands and Privileges lately deſtroyed, and 
likewiſe beſtowed on the Cathedral Church of St. 
Peter within the ſaid City, the Mannor of Stole, 
whence his adjunct (Canon) came. 

7. King Edward the Confeſſor (for the greater 
dignity of the place) tranſlated hither the Biſhop's 
See from Crediton, who with his Queen Edith in- 


ſtalled Leofric (Lord Chancellour of England, and 


one of the King's Privy Council) to be the firſt 
Bithop of this Church. 

Within the Quire adjoyning to the ugh Altar 
is a Monument fairly Arched, and under the fame 
Arch are three Seats with fide Pillars of Braſs, e- 
rected in memory of the faid King Edward, 
Edith his Queen, and Leofrick the firſt Biſhop of 
Exeter, the middle of them being the Seat of the 
ſaid Biſhop ſitting in his Pontificalibus between 
the King and the Queen: And that it may further 
appear what great favour and honour this Biſhop 
received both from the King and the Queen at his 
Inftalment, which was on the ſeven and twenty- 
eth day of Ma) in the ſixth Year of the ſaid King's 
Reign, Ann:que Domini 1049. There recite the 
very words mentioned in the ſaid King's Charter, 

ſc. 1 King Edward taking Bithop Leofric by the 
right hand, and Edith my Queen by the left, do 
inſtall him the firſt and moſt famous Bithop of Exe- 
ter, with a great deſire of abundance of Blefhngs 
to all ſuch as thould further and encreaſe the ſame, 
but with a fearful and execrable curſe upon all 
ſuch as ſhould diminiſh or take any thing from 
it, | 
'This King was the firſt that miraculoufly heal-

be fold towards the paving of the Streets, repair- 
ang of the Walls, and better ſupport and mainte- 
nance of the ſaid City, which in old Englith is 
called Bagavel, Bethugavel, and Chipping avel. 

13. King Henry the Sixth in the Thirtieth 
Vear of his Reign came hither, and was well en- 
tertained, lodging in the Biſhop's Palace, where 
(during his abode) his Juſtices of Oyer and Ter- 
miner kept Goal-delivery, before whom Two Men 
were arraigned for Treaſon, found guilty, and had 
Sentence of Death, but the Biſhop, Dean and 
Chapter being therewithal grieved, went to the 
King, and declared to him that the faid Juſtices 
fat in Commiſſion within their Sanctuary, con 
to the privileges thereof, and orders of Holy 
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Church, wherefore the King to appeaſe them, par- 
doned the condemned Perſons. 

14. King Edward the Fourth, by his Letters 
Patent, bearing date the one and twentieth Day of 
July, in the T ird Year of his Reign, Anno O- 
mint, = 3. conſtituted Nine Aldermen herein, 
beſtowed on the City, Magdalen Fair, all Felons 
Goods, with many other Privileges, and in the 
ninth Year of his Reign, Anno Domini 1469. 
was pleaſed in Perſon to viſit the faid City, who 
preſented him a Purſe with one hundred Nobles 


therein, which the King kindly received, and at his ruhen: 
departure gave them a Sword to be carried before 49. 
the Mayor in all publick Places within the faid 


City, yet do not I find the Office of a Sword-bearer 
conferred on any Perſon, until King Henry the 
Seventh's time. 

15. King RON the Third, taking likewiſe 
an occaſion of viſiting this City, another Purſe 
with two hundred Nobles therein, was in like 
manner preſented him as a Free Gift by the ſaid 
City, which the King kindly received, and very 
_ commended the good Government of this

16. King Henry the Seventh in the thirteenth 
Year of his Reign (marching hither to ſuppreſs 
Perkin Warbeck) whom having vanquiſhed, he 
entred the City, and lodged here certain Days in 
the Treaſurers Houſe of the Cathedral Church, and 
adjoyning to the North Tower thereof, he heartily 
thanked the Citizens for their faithful and valiant,

accordingly, whereupon a Sword-bearer was ele-

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17. King Henry the Eighth in the nine and 
twentieth Year of his Reign, by Charter made 
this City a County of it ſelf, and enlarged the 
bounds thereof, which were afterwards confirmed 
by Act of Parliament, wherein the Citizens had 
granted them freedom from Toll and Murage, and 
withal to enjoy the ſame Cuſtoms with Lenden in 
all things, and alſo liberty to chooſe Sheriffs yearly, 
with many other Immunities. 

18. King EA ward the Sixth gave them (in re-

Hugh Crecke-, deſcended from the Crackers of 
Lynam, in the County of Devon, who for their 
Coat Armory bear Argent a Cheuron engrazled 
Gu/es between three Crows proper, one of whoſe 
Anceſtors, namely Sir John Crocker Knight, 
whom I find to be a ſworn Servant to King 
Edward the Fourth in the Office of his Cup- 


bearer, who (in remuneratione ſervitii) gave 


him a Cup d Or for his Creſt unto his ſaid 


Coat Armory, which to this day is ftill en- 
joyed by that Family, whereof they do not a little 
triumph.

THE Sheriff is an ancient Officer in this Realm, to whoſe care 
the King commirs the cuſtody of the County: In ſundry 
particulars this City was formerly under the Power and Juriſclicti- 
on of the Sheriff of Devon, and ſo continued until the nine and 
twentieth Year ot the Reign of King Henry the Eighth, Ann 
ue Domini, 1537. who then, in much favour hereunto, was plea- 
ed to make this City a County of it ſelf; and diſtinct from the

tive.) In ſhort, I have here ſet down a Cata- 
logue of the Names and Gifts of ſuch worthy 
Benefactors, as by their Laſt Wills and Teſta- 
ments, or otherwiſe, have given any Lands, 
Rents, Annuities, or Money, for and towards 
the Relief of Poor People in ſeveral Alms-houſes 
within this City and County of Exeter, whoſe 
Charitable Acts herein ought not to be filenced 
and buried in the Pit of Oblivion, but to be 
had in everlaſting Remembrance. As *tis Good, 
not to do Evil; ſo 'tis Evil, (having Time and 
Opportunity) not to do Good. Here yow'll 
find ſeveral kinds of Charity, wherein you may 
obſerve, that theſe worthy Perſons have made it 
their ſtudy to diſcover the ſeveral Neceſſities of 
the Poor, and have lefe behind them a Store- 
houſe of Proviſion for thoſe who are in Need, 
ev'n Bread for the Hungry, Cloth for the Naked, 
Salve fer the Wounded, Relief for the Sick, a 
Houſe for them that are Harbourleſs, Education 
and Maintenance for the Younger, a Bank for the 
Merchant and Tradeſman in Extremity. For 
Riches are called Goods ; not becauſe they _ 
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us good, but becauſe we may do good with 
them, if God gives us Grace and Opportu- 


nity. 

| Charity, for certain, is the Rich Man's School, 
where he ought to learn works of Mercy both in 
Heart and Hand. The Diſciples had all things 
amongſt themſelves in Common; not by a Legal 
Community, but a Charitable Communication: 
For Charity is Bonum ſui diffuſwoum ; not perfect, 
unleſs imparted. The Charitable Man is the beſt 
Friend to himſelf, laying up in ſtore for the Time 
to come; for every good Work he doth, is a grain 
of Seed for Life, Eternal. Read the Scripture ; 
which if you believe, put it forthwith in pra- 
ice, and let your good Works go before you; 
that your Father's Name in Heaven may be glo-
